AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, 
AMENDING PALM BEACH COUNTY CODE CHAPTER 25 
RELATED TO SOLID WASTES; PROVIDING FOR REPEAL 
OF SUBTITLES OF ARTICLE Il, “FRANCHISES” AND 
ARTICLE Ill “COUNTY LANDFILLS”; PROVIDING FOR 
| REPEAL AND AMENDMENT OF ARTICLE Il, SECTION 25- 
, 16 “DEFINITIONS”; PROVIDING FOR AMENDMENT OF 
SECTION 25-17, “FRANCHISE REQUIRED”; PROVIDING 
FOR REPEAL OF SECTIONS 25-18, 25-19, 25-20, 25-21, 25- 
22, 25-23, 25-24, 25-36, 25-37, AND 25-42; PROVIDING 
FOR REPEAL OF ARTICLE IV, “MUNICIPAL SERVICE

WHEREAS, the Florida Legislature in Chapter 75-473, Laws of Florida as amended, 


| created the Solid Waste Authority of Palm Beach County, Florida (the Solid Waste 
Í Authority) and granted to it the responsibility for solid waste management and resource 
| recovery in Palm Beach County; and 

WHEREAS, the Florida Legislature in Chapter 88-544, Laws of Florida, authorized

| : the Solid Waste Authonty and the County to enter into an interlocal agreement for the Solid 
i Waste Authority to provide solid waste related governmental functions; and 

i WHEREAS, the Solid Waste Authority and Palm Beach County agreed that the 
ıı consolidation of solid waste related govemmental functions would provide a better level of 
„=: service to the public in a more efficient and accountable manner and was otherwise in the 
f public interest; and 


WHEREAS, in 1988, an interlocal agreement between Palm Beach County and the 


I Solid Waste Authority provided for the Solid Waste Authority to grant franchises and

WHEREAS, said interlocal agreement and preceding laws has rendered several 


I provisions of Chapter 25 of the Code moot. 
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NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY

COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 
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(a) “Biological waste” means solid waste that causes or has the capability of 
causing disease or infection and includes, but is not limited to, biomedical waste, diseased 
| or dead animals, and other wastes capable of transmitting pathogens to human or animals. 


The term does not include human remains that are disposed of by persons licensed under 
| Chapter 470. 


f (b) “Biomedical waste” means any solid waste or liquid waste which may present 


: a threat of infection to humans. The term includes, but is not limited to, nonliquid human

= tissue and body parts; laboratory and veterinary waste which contain human-disease- 

| causing agents; discarded disposable sharps; human blood, and human blood products 

: and body fluids; and other materials which in the opinion of the Department of Health and 
Rehabilitative Services represent a significant risk of infection to persons outside the 
generating facility, The term does not include human remains that are disposed of by 

- persons licensed under Chapter 470. 

(c) “Clean debris” means any solid waste which is virtually inert and which is not 


a pollution threat to groundwater or surface waters and is not a fire hazard and which is

li or use. The term includes uncontaminated concrete, including embedded pipe or steel, 


| likely to retain its physical and chemical structure under expected conditions of disposal 


i brick, glass, ceramics and other wastes designated by the department. 
| (d) “Construction and demolition debris” means materials generally considered 
l to be not water soluble and nonhazardous in nature, including, but not limited to, steel, 
| glass, brick, concrete, asphalt roofing material, pipe, aypsum wallboard, and lumber, from 
I 
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the construction or destruction of a structure as part of a construction or demolition project, 
and including rocks, soils, tree remains, trees, and other vegetative matter which normally 
results from land clearing or land development operations for a construction project, 
including such debris from construction of structures at a site remote from the construction 
or demolition project site. Mixing of construction and demolition debris with other types of 


solid waste, including material from a construction or demolition site which is not from the 


actual construction or destruction of a structure, will cause it to be classified as other than 





construction and demolition debris. 
(e) “County” means Palm Beach County, Florida. 
(f) “County landfill” means any landfill or disposal facility owned or operated by 


the County or the Solid Waste Authority.

(i) “Recyclable material” means those materials which are capable of being

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recycled and which would otherwise be processed or disposed of as solid waste. 

(k) “Recycling” means any process by which solid waste, or materials which 
would otherwise become solid waste, are collected, separated, or processed and reused 
or returned to use in the form of raw materials or products. 

(I) “Sludge” includes the accumulated solids, residues, and precipitates 
generated as a result of waste treatment or processing, including wastewater treatment, 
water supply treatment, or operation of an air pollution control facility, and mixed liquids 
and solids pumped from septic tanks, grease traps, privies, or similar waste disposal 
appurtenances. 

(m) “Solid waste” means sludge unrequiated under the federal Clean Water Act 
or Clean Air Act, sludge from a waste treatment works, water supply treatment plant, or air 


pollution control facility, or garbage, rubbish, refuse, special waste, or other discarded 


(n) “Solid Waste Authority” means the Solid Waste Authority of Palm Beach 
I County, Florida, created by Chapter 75-473, Laws of Florida, as amended. 

(o) “Solid waste disposal facility” means any solid waste management facility 
: which is the final resting place for solid waste, including landfills and incineration facilities 
; that produce ash from the process of incinerating municipal solid waste. 


| (p) “Solid waste management” means the process by which solid waste is

| collected, transported, stored, separated, processed, or disposed of in any other way,

(b) It shall be unlawful for any person to enter upon a county landfill site, for the 
purpose of scavenging, without approval of the County _or the Solid Waste Authority.

recovered material set out by residents of the unincorporated areas of the County for 
collection under any County or Solid Waste Authority recycling program.
